Alto- 
gether five-hquses were indicated as 
being pirate dwellings. These were 
all found evacuated but were de- 
molished with charges of explosives.

Operations were 
commenced at 11.20 and’ceased at 
noon, when the party. proceeded to

The lntter place was reached 
about one o’elock in the afterhoon, 
and was found to be a large village 
inhabited by about 10,000 people. 
A village elder immediately came 
forward and offered to direct the 
expedition to the houses which ‘he, 
aid he knew belonged to notorious 
pirates. These men, as-has already 
been stated, are ‘believed to have 
been directly concerned in !he Yat- 
shing affair. , Owing.to having the 
houses pointed out to them, the 
party did not deal with any other 
dwellings in the village bat de- 
molighed those to which the elder 
lead them, also five in number. «

The Colonial Secretary replied:

The shooting near Jar- 
dine’s Corner was earried out by 
experienced police officers as the 
result of a complaint from a Peak 
resident of the danger to children 
from the presence of so many un- 
muzzled dogs in that, neighbour- 
hood, and the Government much re- 


| greats that by an error of judgment 


the shooting took place in the pre- 
gence of children and that one child 
received a slight scratch apparent- 
ly trom a ricochet or a piece of 
stone. Orders have ‘been issued 
that every possible care is to be 
taken to ‘avoid the shooting of dogs

ASYLUM ORDINANCE. ' 


Greater Safeguards Now ' 
Provided. 


The Attorney General, moved 
the first rexding. of a Bill intitul- 
ed An ordinance to amend the 
Asylum Ordinance of 1906, ‘He 
‘said: The ‘main “object of this, 
‘Bill is to surround’, with greater. 
safeguards the procedure in whieh 
persons suspected of being of un- 
sound mind are sent to the Asylum | 
for the purposes of ‘observation. 
‘The intended safeguards ‘are of 
two kinds. In the first place, it is 
provided that no order for send- 
ing a suspected case of lunacy to 
the asylum for ‘observation shall 
be made until an attempt has been 
made’ to communi¢ate with some 
relative of the patient. In the 
second place it is provided that 
thé application for the order and 
the order itself must be made on 
a definite statutory form. That 
will have the effect of producing’ 
-undoubtedly greater clearness and 
“accuracy in the application and 
also in the order, When persons 
have to fill up a statutory form, 
with definite headings and calling, 
for definite facts, there is. much 
less danger of an order . being 
made on* vague or. insufficient 
grounds. “ .

BAKER EXPEDITION, 


Mr. ‘C. Alma’ Baker, C.B.E., one 
of the pioneer planters of Malaya, 
has returnod to Singupore after a 
most interesting and successful 
fishing expedition around the coasts 
of. New Zealand. we tote 

For a number ‘of years now Mr. 
Alma Baker’ has made “big. game” 
fishing his hobby, a sport in which’ 
he hasbeen enthusiastically joined.

"The proposal is 
that ‘certain definite carefully 
selected areas should be declared 
prohibited areas, and it will be an 
‘offence not merely to cut trees in 
such areas but an offence to -be 
found in these areas. The areas 
will be carefully selected, by the 
Governor-in-Council, and the boun- 
daries will be clearly marked, and 
there will be no excuse for any 
person to be found in such an area 
inadvertently, because it will ‘be 
quite clear that ‘the area is one 
which should not be entered. "The 
prohibition against entering these 
areas Will be absolute, so that not 
only will persons who wish to cut 
wood or cut. grass be prohibited 
from entering, ..but also shooting 
parties and picnic -parties will, for 
the general good, be kept out. 
The intention for the moment 
is merely to make a beginning‘ 
by the declaration of a certain 
aren on the, hillside between.

"VICE, IN-CHINESE 
HOTELS. | 


A HEAVY FINE INFLICTED, | 


Further revelations were made 
at the Central Police Court this 
morning in regard to the alleged 
existence of a system by which 
vice‘is commercialiaed at certain 
native hotels and boarding-houses 
in the- Colony. Li Yin-ming, the’ 
proprietor of the Tai Lo Tin, Des 
Voeux Road Central, was sum- 
moned before. Mr. R. B, Lindsell 
for allowing the premises to be 
used for an immoral-purpose. He 
was the second hotel-keeper to ap- 
pear (before the same Magistrato 
on a smiliar summons, the previous 
case ‘concerning the  Meichow 
Hotel in the same locality. 


Mr. M.\K. Lo, in appearing for, 
the defence, admitted that the 
facts, which he did not dispute. 
Were similar to those, brought out 
in the Meichow Hotel :summons, 
and confined himself to denying 
that the ‘management, as repre- 
sented by the defendant, received 
any benefit from the girl’s earn- 
ings, or that in a large establish- 
ment like theira, it was possible 
for the management to know ‘of 
what was, after all, only a private 
arrangement amongst the fokis for 


‘the procuring of these women. 


His Worship thought it best to 
eall evidence on the point of a 
practice which, if it amounted to 
a system as alleged by-the prosecu- 
tion, should have been known to 
the management. * , ‘ 


A young girl, only 16 years ‘of 
age, deposed that she was called 
to the Tai Lo Tin -by one of the 
Hotel's fokis and introduced to 
a man who the Court now knew, to 
be a representative “of Inspector 
Shaftain, of the Secretariat for 
Chinese Affairs. ‘ : 


Sher went. on to give évidence 
which was exactly similar to that 


'yiven in the Meichaw Hotel case, 


namely that of, the’ sum portion. 
Some went to her mistress, while 
the balance‘ went to the fokis of 
the hotel.

The expedition on ‘the other}. 


hand ‘was also not without its 
touch of tragedy. “At one house 
Kong a pirate was 


dead in hig: coffin. This house 
was naturally spared, Tt'is learn- 
ed that’ the man’ had been re- 
cently shot, apparently ina dispute 
over loot.

It is perhaps necessary to point

Minister of Canada, in proposing 
the health of the Prince of Wales, 
sald there never.was a time in the 
history, of Canada when its citi- 
zens Were more conscious of. their 
unity, enjoyed greater pride in 
theit, native land, or were, more 
loyal to the Crown. : 

The Prince of Wales, on rising, 
was received with ; immense ap- 
plause.’ Standing ‘beneath an 
early portrait of Queen Victoria, 
he said the Confederation of 
Canada, if not the first was at
